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UFO CONTACTS - LiJaking Lucid Dreams?

In my article on the "Daarman Effecf^ (BULLET IN 015) I explained 

iTiiy basic perception of the UFD phenomenon, arrived at over many years 

□f in-field reaearch attempting tc understand this baffling enigma* 

It is not a view I consider to he static- 8ut it reflects my "best 
shot" tc date. 

To briefly recapitulate- I envisage two main facets to the LfFG 
phenomenon (although -each facet might encompass more than one 
"□□luticn" tc mors than one pbenornenon), These I call UAPs (Unidenti¬ 
fied Atmospheric Phenomena) and EXDTIC UFOs* I am not here concerned 
with UAPs at all, since I regard them as objective, energetic 
phenamena which are "real" in every sense of the wcrd- Instead I am 
discussing the EXDTIE, whcse reality status is much more in doubt - 
cases where a witness perceives an "alien" phenomenon and there is 
no room for manouevre on that point- 

The fundamental difference between the UAP and the EXOTIC can 
be Bummarised puite simply. Anyone who happens to be in the right 
place St the right time will observe a UAP and tangible evidence 
thereof is perfectly achievable. However, an EXOTIC is witness- 
centred and may well he imperceptible to somecne Else not sharing 
the encounter* Nor will an EXOTIC normally produce any tangible 
evidence* To put it another way - a UAP encounter is an observaticn , 
an EXOTIC enccunter is an experiencE - 

QC STATE 

I contend that EXCTIC experiences occur when the witness is in an 
altered state of consciousness (which I call the Quasi“Conscious - 
or QC State - since he or she is "almost" ccnscious and perceives 
themselves to he, but in truth is slightly offset from full con¬ 
sciousness)- Symptoms of this state are what I call the "UZ Factor" - 
evidence of a temporary self-induced seneory deprivation, where the 
mind tunes out incoming data from the external SEnses end tunes in 
data from the deeper subcoosclous levels of the mind- The filter 
process which normally blocks cut this auhconscious material I call 
the "Doorman," 

The ultimate question is whether data emerging into quasi- 
Gonsciousnees from the suhconecious levels is internally or externally 
generated. It can he either, se parapsychology and normal psychology 
both demonstrate- Go a crude level both telepathic impressions from 
seme other person, cr personally accrued perceptive information 
about the self, might sneak past the doormen into full consclousness- 
Thus we cannot be sure whether the material used to dramatise 
"the EXGTIC."abduction by aliens" scenario is from within us, or a 
real alien source outside- In other words do the aliens (which cur 
minds symbolise in "Dr Uho" and "Star Trek" imagery) come from outer 
space or inner space? 

It le now necessary to consider the "reality" status of what 1 
imply the QC State tc be* For too often have I been mi sunderstood^ I 
am not suggesting that a CEL encounter, for example, is purs 
imagination (a suboonaciously generated hallucination). Nor am 1 
proposing that it is real in the same way that the UAF^ or this 
magazine is real- The QC state, by its definition almost, ia an 
intermediary sspect of reality* As it must be in order to explain 
the main difficulty of the EXOTIC UFO enigma *--- why does half the 
evidence suggest the reports are "real", and ths other half suggest 
they are not? Our answer in the past has been to polarise 
opinions, the sceptics saying that the bits which support reality 
ere false (and the reporta are thus all subjective), whilst the 
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hEj-isuers have srgusdthat the bits a up porting rron-realitv are 
e!<plicable in terms of irratianelitlea by the "aliena" (and thus 
the reporte are all abjective). As usual, this unreaolued psradax 
Is dua to asking the urong question - since the EXOTIC experience is 
both real and unreal* 

ACCEPTANCE 


To orograss iiie have to accept that reality ia best considered not 
as a black and uhite either/or situation* However, uie tend to he 
conditicned to think otheruiise* The accepted truth (and I mean 
accepted by scientists, not just eiry-falrey mystics) is that 
reality consists of a spectrum blending gradually from objective to 
subjective reality (just as the rainbow spectrum demonstrates that 
we do not only have seven colours blue blends into green, which 
blends Into vellow, and so on)* 

bJe can draw the spectrum of reality from what we already know. 
It looks something like this;- 
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bJe know more about the "subjective'^ side of the SO-SD divide (where 
objectivity and aubjectivity are evenly distributed). Dreams come in 
many varities, for example. The most subjective are very close to the 
right end of the spectrum and constat almost entirely of non-real 
date. However, as you move to the left on the spectrum elements of 
objectivity begin to creep In. The dream then becomes what we call 
"mere real... op in scientific parlance "lucid." 

The "more real" dream can be illustrated by thinking of an 
External phyBlolcglcal aenaation Ce*9. the room suddenly becoming 
damp because a pipe has burst over the bed)* This certainly objective 
fact might intrude into tha dream, but it has to get past the 
"doorman" to do so. Cbthen awake, or in "Normal Reality Mode" ae I 
call it, the "doorman" mostly allows in objective informotlon* when 
asleep, or in "Synchronistic Reality Mode", as I call It, the "doorman" 
ia Llocking external Input and allowing in mostly internal subjective 
imsgerv)* 

The result of this is that the external data of "wetnesa" might 
be aymholiaed (since the essence nf SRM - Synchronlatic reality made 
- is symbolic imagery). In other words we might dream of standing 
underneath a waterfall, to reflect the concept. 

A truly lucid dream is relatively rare (although many people 
experience them infrequently - I have had several myself)* Ltlhat 
occurs is that the intrusion of objective input crosses a certain 
threshold (maybe 10-2U-3D per cent as we move left on our apectrum 
towards the 50-50 divide). fit that point the dreaming self becomea 
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aiiiare that the experience is a dream and can thua either ufake him- 
aelf (raising the lucidity level ta IDO per cent and thus dis¬ 
pelling all the traces cf SRM)^ ar he may control the subjective 
imagery of the dreams to take account of the external^ ohjectiue 
input < 

This Is a magical experience as every lucid dreamer uill tell 
ycu. The dream landscape suddenly becomes more vivid- It le like 
stepping inside the television set and looking ail around at the 
shoj/j going on. iJurds cannot easily expreas the feeling of the luoid 
dream- of course, realisinq that the external input concerns 

plater dripping onto the bed, the dreamer might manipulate the dream- 
scape so that this becomes rather more obvinus then symbolic tijater- 
falla* The end product might he a very lucid dream uhere all kinds 
of Falling water pictures are induced into the ecenery. 

Eventually the step-up from eubjectivity tuwards IQD per cent 
lucidity (yhich is,, of course, the Far left end of the spectrum in 
Normal Reality Mode) takes us across that 5D-5n divide- Then the 
question is 'is this experience real or a dream?' thkes on new 
meaning. For once over onto the left side of the spectrum the 
experience is more real than dream, even though it ia not quite 
reality in the waking sense, I think this Is where the DDB (Dut of 
the Body) Experience occurs. The landscape uF the "dream" ("real 
world"?) is altered to the bedruom so that the incorporation of the 
dripping water Input can happen "on site", as it were- Now the 
"dreamer" sees what goes on and may even think he is wide awake* Liut 
he is not (quite) - If he tries to turn the light oci the light he will 
fail! 

bJhet has been the point of all thia? lilhat has it got to do with 
UFOs? A very great deal- 

Any experience on the right side of the spectrum is predom¬ 
inantly in SRM (or subjective, or "dream" reality if you prefer), 

So the overall "feel" of an experience there is of a dream with 
increasing degrees of reality- 

Vet is the left hand aide of the spectrum just a yawning chasm? 
Surely not- C^ature is very balanced. There must he equivalent experi¬ 
ences between the 50-50 divide and the far left (Normal Reality Mode, 
fully awake, abjective) end of the spectrum? 

I believe it la here that the QC Experience sits. It Is like 
the mirror image of the lucid dream, and blends into the Out of Body 
Experience heading right acrosa the spectrum (near the 5D-50 divide), 
In other words, another name for the QC State would be the "IjJaklng 
Lucid Dream" - for it is a degree of lucid dream where the lucidity 
levnl is over 5D per cent and the experience has thus crossed the 
borders into a "real world" encounter. 

Following our dlscusalon of the lucid dream state (which was 
baaed on bath scientific research and peoples' experiences of the 
lucid dream - including my own) then we ought td be able to predict 
the character of the waking lucid dream (or QC) state- Let us try, 

LUCIO dreams 

It will feel real (as it is on the NRM side of the divide). But not 
quite real- There will bo intrusions of synchroniatic/symbo1ic/suP- 
jectlve In-put giving a ''dream like" tone, UJhilst the lucid dream 
was "felt" to be a dream with vividly real overtones, the wtiking 
lucid dreams is "felt" tc be real with vividly dream-like overtonea- 

In the lucid dream the input of conscious date (e-g, about the 
dripping water) could mould the subjective dreamscape and make us 
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live inside an exoerience dictated by thlg C»nuch water imagary)- 
in a waking lucid dream we might expect subjective input to be used* 
to wnuld tile landscape so that we live within an experience sh 
[ jictatedi How ujould that rnanifest? lUe would change the real world 
Cas ^perceived hy pjs in the QC state) in order to reflect what the 
subjective input was abcuti 

In a nutshell '’miracles^' would happen- iiJe would see literally 
impassible" things occurringp and we would believe them tb be real. 

The only clue we might have that they were not literally real 
would be the slight dream-like feel to the state Cuihich is what 
moat EXOTIC UFO witnessea claim - viz a viz the DZ FACTOR, 

As you may well have guessed (Jumping ahead of me) this theory 
ia valid for many things other than UFOs* Indeed I intend extending 
it into a general explanation for all kinds of paranormal experiences^ 
because I beiieva it has that potential. But it is the UFO experience 
we are most concerned with- Sp let us concentrate on that, 

R'emernbar that the QC (waking lucid) atate can be approached from 
two directions - left or right - i,e- from the waking ’’real" worldi 
or the sleebing "subjectiveTr yorld on the spectruin, (The same^ of 
course, applies to the lucid dream proper •« whicln might happen whan 
we ’’step up" out of a dream or "step down" into one from being awake)* 
In essence this means that a qc state (especially one quite close to 
the left side of the spectrum) might be entered temporarilv from 
normsl reality with only the occurrence of the "OZ FACTOR" oninting 
out that we have done this. It Is distinctly oossible that we could 
enter the PC stats, have an EXOTIC LfF0 experience, and "reawaken" 

(i-Si return to fully Normal Reality Mode perception) without re*- 
oognising ijjhat has occurred. In that case the OC Experience uiill 
appear to hevE been normal continuity of reality and nobody will 
persuade the witness otherwise* 

At timee, I would suggest, the witness slides from the QC Rtata 
£n^ fully experiEncB (way out to right field on the spectrum). 

He thus "falls asleep" after the "encounter", which could manifest 
(if he Fails to rEsllge what has occurred) as a "time lapse-" 

Notice in how many ohductlon scGnarioa the wltriess "fslls asleep," 
or loses consciousness after the exoerience* There Is almost always 
a lengthy QPur a fter the last memory until the witness finds himBSir 
back in the car, or whatever- That gad, I propcse, is the sleep phase 
fnlloiJiing the QC Exoerience, 

And so, tn return to the guest ion I addrsssEd long ago, la the 
EXDTIC UFG, the CE^j, nr whatever, "real" or "imaginary"? Neitheri 
It is a waking lucid dream Incorporating subconscious input* Eince 
that input is remarkably consistent (an advanced intelligetice coming 
to warn us not to make a mess of planet Earth) 1 am inclined to be¬ 
lieve that it has some level of externally Induced reality- Indeed, 
r think there may well be a rea l source cemmunicat1og with us at a 
syncronistic reality level giving exactly this megsage. Otherwise 
why would be doormsn, whenever its defencEs are down and subjectivE 
input gets through to cause a QC State, consider this particular 
scenario of such widespread importance? If it were just some silly 
fantasy then the manifestation of it in the QC State would vary wideiy- 
rt dues not* It is too consistent* That ia the best clue wa have that 
behind the experiencE lies b reol message, which the doermBn determines 
worthy of nur attention - hence Inducement of the qC Btute, 

A N ANSiiJLR ? 

□ ut when is the QE State Induced? There may be many ncceslonE;, Hut 1 
think the study of so-called "Puzzle IFGs" will prove very importent- 
A "Puzzle rrU" is a case where the stimulus for the UEt (or other 
type of EXnilC UFU nccurrence) is traced to b mundane thing- fiendry 
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noted in his book hou this happens- I have myaelT several times 
given examples in my beaks of cases uhere* Far Instance^ the maon 
has besn proven responstble for a bliarrs class sncaunter* Saying 
"it uias the moan" proves nothing* Uhat matters is uihy the moon 
became the subject cf a grossly exaggerated ITS experience- 1 think 
ye can noy answer that* 

Let us take a aingle case, and see how it might have occurred* 

I intend to use the Betty and Barney Hill case, as one of the most 
faiTiGus of all time* This 1961 •abduction" mas the first on record 
and set a ney trend* Before It there was no such thing as a CEL. 

Sc Its importance Is obvious- Vet a satisfactory solution CJupiter) 
for the initial "UFD" has been proposed* liJhat if the sceptics were 
right7 

Lie see the Hill’s driving late at night across the mountains 
□ f northern r\fetij England They are tired- The reads are quiet. Their 
minds are already a little effaet from the left end of the spectrum 
.**nat quite into a fully blown QC state, but heading in that 
direction (notice, of course, how often CE U cases develop from just 
such a scenario - surely not Irrelevant?) 

Now they see a light- It ia Jupiter actually, hut they are 
puzzled* Talk focuses on UFOs* The misperception begins tn take 
hold* Both uitnessos are now almost in a QC State believing they are 
seeing a UFO- 

Mean while the doorman Is being pressed by a measage at the 
synchronlatlc level from this intelligence out there somewhere, very 
concerned about us on Earth- It ia not letting it through, because 
it regards senaory input as more significant just now (nr else 
Barney might drive over a cliff at the same time as thlo "secret of 
the universe" is coming In - not to he recommended)- However, with 
Betty and Barney still puzzled by thslr IFO they have either 
□topped the car, or sloweddown and the doorman sees its chance. It 
Induces ths DZ FACTOR usee the IFO misperception as a hock and the 
minds of the witnassss do the rest. Thsy act out the messegas, man¬ 
ipulating the "raal world” and (for them) Jupiter bscomes a apace" 
ship. How much of what Fallowed Is imagination and how such genuine 
expreaaion of the message requires detailed analysis and comparison 
with other cases- But same af it falls into both categories- 

T IME ANUMALV 

Following ths qc Stats the couple slip into normal dream sleep and 
awaken some time later, not realising what has occurred. So they 
only notice the time anomaly later- All thsy have recalled are some 
of the most basic aapecta nf the QC Experience- The more and more 
subjective levels Caa NRM experience decreased and the couple 
plunged tntn SRH sleep) have been forgotten in the same way we 
usually forget our dreams* The result is utter confuaion, Only 
clarified much later by the hypnoala seasiona, which "retrieved" some 
of the QC state and some of their dreaiTTS. There are Blmilorities 
(the qC - mostly waking - experience wea common to both). But there 
are differences too (since when they crossed the 5D-5D divide their 
dreams became individual, although baaed on the shared qc experience), 

End product? More orlsBS exactly what we have, "Ehe Hill CEA 

In conclusion I would suggest the daring idea that there are 
no real EXOTIC UFDs* That is why we do not have any photographs of 
them. Every single GE^ is potentially reducible to a "trigger IFG" 

^ Venus, the Moon, an aircraft, or whatever- But built on that 
foundation comes a QC Experience Impreaaing a msssaga which we should 
not Ignore* 

I still believe that to search the universe for alien radio 
meeaages is a waste of time and money. The messageB are coming in, 
but not via outer space- 
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thl extraterrestrial hypothesis

The Extraterrestrial Hypothesis CETH) for UFUs has token some¬ 
thing of a battering in recent years, with ever more elaborate 
concepts being put forward in the phenomenon* 

Perhaps the most patently bi^iarre of these theories Is the 
birth trauma'' hyaotheais* Surely noting is more natural than 
birth; why, therefore, should the experience we have of it Cas 
babies) turn into a psycho nightmare involving kidnappings and 
inspection by "aliens^? 

Mass, international hallucinations snd a newly neurotic 
human raca traumatised by the thought of nuclear war, pollution end 
overcrowding, have also been suggested as explanatinns- 

These explanaticns have serious flaws, but if either was 
correct, we ahculd be worried about our condition, 

SERIDUa COfJSIOERATIDN 

Such is the unusual neture of many recent theories of what UEDs 
are, that the ETH becomes less of an extreme view and once again 
demands serious consideration. Indeed, if we are to believe pre¬ 
viously aecret documents released by the United States Air Force 
and the CIA, the ETh^ was (and may still be) taken seriously; cert¬ 
ainly seriously enough to result in reports that talked about 
alien spacecraft, as well as the continued collsction of reports. 

Mbs nwhile, a quiet revolution has been taking place amsnq 
some scisntists and astronomers, resulting in acknowledgement that 
our galaxy may be teeming with intelligent life, and even that 
space orobes may have been despatched long ago by advanced species 
in other parts of our galaxy, 

Tt is only a short step From space probes tn artificial 
nlenats, ^scout'^ ships and the like* Our own scientists are openly 
Goeculatlng that the human race will one day take up residence in 
giant space stations, and gradually oolonise accessible parts of 
our galaxy, 

P RDPUL5IUN SVbTEMS 

Professor Freeman Dyson, a British born scientist who works at the 
Inotitute for Advanced Study in Princeton, U^A, has already pro- 
oosBd the type of propulsion systems that might take us to the 
stars. 
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He thinks that even the mpet advanced of these cnuld be 
built by man in the next 20D-3aD years* He thinks that Lae 

should look for signs pf advanced technology in cur galaxy; arti** 
ficial planets orbiting around a star ujould be "picked up" by our 
radio telescopes because of their low heat radiation, he says* 

In Omni (Uolume 7 No.5) In 1965 he had the temerity to 
suggest "I think it's quite likely that there are other speciea 
zipping around, exploring the far reacbee of interstellar space*"' 

Eric Jones, an aatrophydst at Los Alaitics National Laboratory 
in New Mexico, believes that one million humans uiill be living in 
the uuter parts of our solar system by the year 2050* 

Another interesting figure in the new debate about extra¬ 
terrestrial Intelligence is Profassor Archibald Fry, who works at 
Glasgow University's Department of Astronomy, It was his comment 
in THE OBSERVER neiiispaper of December 3Qth, 19BL that the human 
race "may have been placed in quarantine while aliens wait to see 
if we grow uc or blow up" which prompted me to pick up the tele¬ 
phone and speak to him* 


SEARCH FDR INTELLIGENCE 


Yes, he reiterated, intelligent life may be very common in our 
galaxy. "I believe we will make radio contact with another 
civilisation within a decade," he said. "Other civilisations may 
be ten a penny *" 

He also said it was "poeBlble" that at least one landing by 
an alien spacecraft could have taken place in earth's history. He 
also talked about probes being sent out to search for intelligence 
"there may he one or more of these spacecraft still in our solar 
system", he added* 

ProFeseor Fry travelled to rjew Delhi in November, 1965 to 
attend a 10 day general assembly of the International flatronomical 
Union* One of the subjects diacuBseri was that of SETI (Search for 
Extraterrestrial Intelligence),a project which was agreed upon when 

the Union last met four years ago- 

The aubject of SETI brings us to another figure who not ^ 
shy about making bold pronouncementa about "life out there. He is 
Or* Frank Drake, a noted American astronomer who was involved in 
the first serious effort to listen in to radio waves from other 


civilisations - Project Ozma - in 1960, ^ tu ji ^ 

In a recent essay entitled "Intelligent Life In The Universe, 
Dr, Drake wrote: "The existence of other intelligent civilisations 
in space, perhsga exciting worlds beyond cur wildest dreams, is a 
firm prediction of quite normal science." ^ 

The only problem "is how to find them and communicate with 
them." Some critics of the SETI programme have commented: If cur 

galaxy is teeming with intelligent life, how come we haven t 
picked up any broadcasts?" . 

UlB ha\)E heard Or, Frv's atatemant that the Earth 
quarantine. 9ut that might not atop us from 

□ccaaianal hroadcaat. Dr. Drake haa ansuJera to his critics, 
thev uill be unravelled in the rollouiing argument. 

Astronomers, he i^irote, eetimate that there are roughly 

10,ODD civillaations In our galaxy. This number "is 
rapidly groi^ilng knowledge of the structure and evolutioh of 
galaxy and of biochemistry." 
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Un some planetSp advanced technalngies had probably evolved, and 
these EnaOLfested themsElvea in sevarsl ways; radio tranamisBions, 
light emissions, and perhaps "masaive technological projects such 
as space colonies and the ccnatruction of atellar and planetary 
systems* ^ 

cue may preaume that by ^'stellar aystema,'^ Dr* Drake niEans 
the establishment of artificial planets and/or giant space atationa 
around other suns - not the sun in the solar syatem of the aliens, 

iile^can only guess uhat his private feelings are about Edhether 
any civilisation has already reached our solar system and has 
Established a base SDmet4]here inside it), 

EWGLUTIUN 


The overall number d^technical civilisations uould be proportional 
to the rate of star farmation - and this rate, Dr* Drake bjrote, 

""is something me nom knom very mell," (Dr Fry made points similar 
to these when i agked him hokf he could be so sure that large 
numbers of civilisations existed)* 

Interestingly^ the rate of star formation ia approximately one 
per year, according to astronoiTTBrs' findings* But horn many of these 
new stars mill have planetary systema? 

The anemer, me are told is ’Wirtuaily every star" - a decision 
reached after the study of tha orbital spin of stars, and the 
quantity of material "’spun off*' by spinning stars; all stars spin, 
and almost all mill throw sufficient material off for a solar 
system t□ form. 

It is "quite possible". Dr* Drake said, that about □ne new 
planet capable of supporting life "is born each year-" find bio¬ 
chemical experiments in laboratories hsd concluded that life mould 
arise on these planets, 

Evolution would lead to intelligence* "The odds are that mnst 
Jife-bearing planets will In time prnducE a technologioal society*" 
The ’’startling conclusion" to all this is quite simply the 
foJloijjing, according to Drake, "Dur galaxy probably produces about 
one new technological civilisation per year*" 

SUPHISTICATED TECHrjQLOGV 

He went further and speculated that once a year, a new civilisation 
transmits into space light and radio waves* If only ufs knew wihere 
to point our instruments and upon which frequency to listen, our 
radio telescopes could detect the radio waves* 

Qut that is not all the story* Although "billions of civili¬ 
sations" may have come into existence, they probably do net beam 
messages for long periods* Indeed, they may decide to funserve the 
high cost energy involved and just turn off* 

In addition, increased sophistlest ion of their technology 
wDuld make them more difficult tc detect fram Earth (the spread of 
cable television and fibre optica, and a reduction of military radar 
systems mould all result in less artificial radiation 'nolss') 

Dr Drake thEorloed that "many older and more advanced ciulli- 
ratio ns are still there, but they are more difficult to find*" SomE 
ostrnnamars believed that each clvilisatipn might beam out messages 
in short bursts far period's of only 3D years, hefore shutting off 
transmissions, Dthers thought that space exploration by the alierts 
would causE them to be detectable for very long periods - perhaps 
millions of years* 

Presurnjog that some civilisetions ere transmitting messages, 
how dc we go about detecting them? 





THE SEARCH HAS BEGUN 


Unfortunately^ the projected number of detectable advenced civi¬ 
lisations, 1G,U0D ( detectable is 0 key yard), is minute compared 
yith thspuantitynf stars in our galaxy# Gnly one star In 10 
million might auppart such a civilisation, and that means searching 
among ID million stars for signs of intelligent activity* Df course, 
many of these XO million may support solar systems yith undetectable 
□r less detectable civilisations* 

The search has already beguOT but it yj. II become more practical 
once mere sophisticated radio transmitters are built* These mill 
be capable of making multiple scans across many FrequenciEsi one 
radio receiver capable of monitoring one million channels Is 
planned, but the ultimate goal for astrcncmers is a receiver system 
that can monitor a billion channels at once- 

The number of comfcinationa of direction In the sky and radio 
frequency that have to be tested for intelligent signals totals 
nEarly one million, according to Drake- 

So, even yith one million tests, ye yould hardly have begun. 

Each direct!on/radio frequency combination might have to be sub- 
Jectedtoone million, or one billion, scans at different frequencies- 
There are additional problems* It is assumed that transmisaion 
uill not he continuous; an /off times have to he searched for* Our 
receivers have to be set up in the **right" olace to gain maximum 
sensitivity for a signal - but yho is to judge yhich is the right 
place? It cculd be anyyhere on out planet, and even then ye are 
talking about just one signal, tdhot about others from other planets 
“ they too yill demand an aptimum location from our receiver* 

Lastly, there is the polarigatlon of electromagnetic signals to 
consider - which means that in order not to miss a signal, both 
extremes Cpolarisations) of a hand width have to be searched* 

FUNDIl^B 

Even In the radio frequency spectrum where it is believed most 
aliens yould transmit, and where general cosmic radiation noise 
lUQuld have least effect upon a weak signal, there are some one 
hundred million (100,000,ODD) frequencies to he searched* If all 
the above problems are taken into account, the search has to he 
widened many, many times that figure uf 100 million# 

Such a search can be achieved by our present technology, 
said Dr* Drake, hut et a cast of many miillona of dollars# 

Let us not despair# Money is forthcoming for SETI projects# 

An IRAS (Infrs-Red Astronomy Satellite) in orbit has recently 
detected material around stars that may he solar system 3 In form¬ 
ation or already formed, Professnr Fry says, and next year a 
EuropcBn satellite, Hipparchus, will search 100,000 nearby stars 
for possible solar systems* 

Its work will he complemented by a giant telescope to be put 
into orbit by NASA's Space Shuttle* Astronomers plan to point it

another class of myths nr legends uihich are not related to obser¬

the possibility tfiat they are evidence not only for the existence 

of aliens hut that those aliens are visiting Earth, albeit convertly* 
This therefore is the UFQ myth, a belief system that may he called 
u f oism* 

f'J ETldORK OF BELIEFS 

L'faism ig a netuark of beliefs centred on the idea that ore or 
mqie alien civilisEtions is monitoring human praqraas by discreet 
observation, and may have been dnlng go for a long time* ijnce 

thought to come from Mars or another planet in the Solar aystEm, 

they are naiij believed to originate an a planet iijhich rnay orbit 
distant stars. Such a belief necessitatas accentance that the 
aliens are mara advanced than mankind, have sunerhuinan poiuerar great 
ionqevity end infinite urisdom. It is assumed that they have 
advanced (or even imnassibla) mechanisms, such os a fEgLcr-than- 
liqht space drive, antigravity, death-rays, etc* Lord Hankeiilar, 
in the ig?"?

FDUR DECADES 

Ufoism has Itg origing in the yeara immedlatEly after 19A7 in 
the ujestern USA; in that year ths term ^flying saucer' uas coined* 
j,] nit 1 ally it asemg that there ivas no implication that uph o t Kenneth 
Arnold reported uere alien craft* Indeed he elujoyg remained con¬ 
vinced that he had seen some secret US devices, it appears to have 
been Hay Palmer tijho spaujned the myth by hinting that the space 
craft dEBcrihed in the gclence fiction ijjhich He publiehEri might 
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already haue arrived. Once cnnceived, this id^a tJaa bound to 
groUj and ufoiat groups sprang up everyujharE- 

flltfTQugb no escplanation for rtrnold's report bas appaarad (at 
least not a convincing one), it is knouin that the 19Siijeriish 
reports of Aghast rockets' ujero due to misperception of common 
celestial sights atatime of great tublic apprehension {reqarding 
Russian intantiDno)^2^ The incident illustrates the fact that 
people iiJha are told that something strange can be seen in the 
skiaa uillsubsequently report seeing auch objects even though the 
objects they actually sau iiiereccnuentlonal. They iifill even search 
the records to find historical accounts that appear to conform tu 
the mythp It can hardly be coincidantal that ufoism appeared at e 
time of post-tdar international tanaicn, Lihen poiderFul new ideonons 
were being tested, and idhen there uas grouing interest in the ooss- 
ibiltty of apace travel* The growth of ufoism was asaisted by 
□baeasiuE military secrecy; the Interest and silence of the 
authorities was hound to lead to a belief that what they knew could 
not he released to the public. In fact there are no qrounds far 
believing that the authorities knew any more about UFDs than the 
public, but becausE government soEncles nevEr admit ignorance their 
ignorance was unsuepeeted. 

FfllLURF TU DEFIi^E TERMS 

flcceptancB of the UFQ myth was the basis for the formation of 
clubs and asaociations all ouEr the world as ufoism spread in the 
195DS and ig&Ds. In particular, these organisations unquestioningLy 
accepted that such things as UFDs existed. Even when the Uh 
Force innocently redefined the area of Interest as ^unidentified 
flying objects' the myth did not change. MUFUfy, for example, asked 
themselves whether UFDs were alien craft or an ^unknown physical 
or psychological manifestation'. Sut the Air Force definition now 
covered ^balloons,, astronomlcsl bodies, birds, and so forthCsic)'' 
Their failure to define terms has led to much confusicn, and they 
assumed (wrongly) that people can readily distinguish between an 
alien spacecraft Cor even a human one) end 'familiar' objects. The 
fact that there are many Innocent visual stimuli which the public 
cannot identify should have alerted incipient ufoists to the poss¬ 
ibility that all UFDs srs in fact misoeroeptions of such stimuli. 

But this null hypothesis waa ignored by most ufolnnlsts, who were 
convinced that there was no smoke without fire. How could millions 
of people all overthe world report UFDs if there were none? 

H ARDLY OSJECTIUE 

Dhen DUFORA was founded it naturally set itself the problem of 
investigations of UFD phenoniEna (s ic ). But this bogged the question 
□f the existence of such phenomena, a mistake cumpounded by the 
lack of appropriate definitions - Clearly BUFORA is founded on 
acceptance of the UFD myth. But, as Allen Hynek has observed, there 
are no UFOe, there are only DFO reporte- This is an important 
distinction. If SUFORA's founders had been truly 'unbiasEri' and 
^scientific' they would have set themselvee to inveetlgate UFD 
reports (as reporta cf something the observer could not identify). 

In that no presumption would have been made aboutuhether or not 

UFDs (as alien craft) existed, and no definition would have been 

In fact BUFORA'a Investi□ation network does investigate DFD 
reports, but net aiweys without prejudice. Since the exlstenca of 
aUFURA eubBumeg the myth, the InveatIgatiens uf reports does 
Inviting someone to aubmit a UFO report 1 b to suggest to them that 
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there is snmething truly rnysterlous to he seen in the skies. Feiij 
investigators are sceptical enough to belieue that ell the reports 
they see have conventional explanations, hut an investigator uiho 
believes in the myth can hardly he objective' It ig evident that 
credulous investigators inevitably find 'evidence' for the existence 
nf UFCls; on the other hand sceptical ones never do so; Put it is 
better to be sceptical than credulous. The fact is that nc sub¬ 
stantial evidence has ever been found for the existence of UFDs- 
flfter nearly years ufolsm can produce neither an alien nor his 
craft; all there has ever been are rumour and suapician- Although 
a small percentage of UFO reports remain unexolainsd (in convent¬ 
ional terms) this is certainly due to lack of adequate data. It is 
often impossible tn exclude the possibility of a hoax or to 
determine thspEychalogical state of iijitnesses* Psrsirrony demands 
that the ^unexplainsd' residue be regarded as a group of repnrts 
uhich uiould have conventional explanations if enounh uias knoum 
about the circumstances- It is perverse to regard the residue 
as evidence that the myth is true. 

L ULPAQILITV 

Although there may he other intelligences In the Galaxy (the 
existenceof intelligent races in other galaxies is hardly relevant) 
it IB certain that they have not discovsred us any more than ilte have 
discovered them. Indeed^ due to the [Physical Dhstacles, humans 
onp aliens may never meet. Ufolsm is a delusion hern nf misoEr- 
ceptinn and imagination, and ita follnutero are uastinfi their time 
(except uhen useful physicslT paychclcqical cr sociological data 
Is abtainedii-icifji^ntally). Some ufoiets are more culpable in pro-, 
pagating the myth and misleading others- Ufolsm is^ as Jung 
suqoested, a modern myth, a space-legend.

Interesting cases appear often in IUR, and are usually 
thoraughlv in\/estigated, cr at least so one is led to heliewe- 

One such ia entitled ^ A REMARKABLE DOUBLE E[\f GCIUNTER" in the 
Nouember/December, 1983 (Uol.S rJo-6}* In brief, e CEl encounter yas 
reported to CUFOS toyards the end of March and the beginning of 
Aprllt 1982 on tyo separate cccaaj.ona, the first one lasting as 
long as 15-20 minutes, hut the second a mere tyo minutes- A 
mother and her daughter ysrs the yitnesses in both oases- Professor 
•Hynek dramatically rsfsra to them as "the clnseat I hai/e personally 
come to a CE-1 event-" This is because Uo-2 occurred shortly after 
he had been talking on the telephone to the principal yitness- His 
report yas deliberately delayed for no very plaosible reasons- 
iiJhat makes this case of special Interest in his opinion is the in- 
vnlvement of "intelligent and articulate yitneasea" yho are eager 
to get to the root of things yithout that fear of ridicule yhlch is 
so common among sensitive people yho have had anomalous experiences 
□f one kind or another- 

For reasono yhlch presently become apparent I yaa specially 
attracted to these incidents, though not necessarily for the same 
reasons as Hynek, The principal yitness, yho courageously gave per- 
mission for her name to be revealed, ia Nanette Morrison, an admin¬ 
istrative cc-ordinator of the rJeuroscience Program at the Univer¬ 
sity cF Wirginie Medical School- (Her mother is a schaol-tesoher)- 

Ihe data are as falloys: Miss Morrison yao travelling in the 
Evening along a familiar road yhich yaa ordinarily busy, but on 
that particular occasion almost desErted- This circumstance of 
course sounds a familiar note- Nearly home, she say a "large, 
brilliant light in the aky-" By tha familier process of assimilation 
she attributed it to a large plana travelling in her direction, 
seemingly motianleas and noiaeless, Eacalation span raareri its 
ugly head: the percipient "aeemed to be draylng near (7) to the 
craft" yhlch, moreoveT, to deepen the mystery, yas "hovering" 
motionlaes in front of her* The apparent sudden diseppeorance from 
eight of the "craft" did nothing to soothe her nerves- Tt reaemhled 
a "submarine", Put brilliantly Illuminated by yhat she hsri orlqi- 
nally taken to he the landing lights- A variety of emotions, but 
above all curiosity, all but overyhaimed the perclolant- Jt seems 
clear from the account that the process ofeecaiatlan had by noy 
gone so far that the original aeroplane had been completly trans¬ 
formed into a "space craft*" Although the light yes ton bright tn 
discern Its precise shape, ahe yet distinguished "at least five 
different compartments" as saurcea of Illumination- Ubviously (one 
may safely assumed) in an altered state of consciousness, both 
sounds and traffic yere blocked out* Admittedly, she ysenoy 
"frantic ylth excitement!" 

The sequel yas no less sensational* Nanette had a long tele¬ 
phone conversation ylth Hynek tya days later- Only half an hour 
after It found her locking far her "friends" through the living- 
room ylndny, yhen she espied a "huge object" in the sky; it Is des- 








[:ribed as " soundl eaal y suspanried" above the horizon^ It iwas also 
seen by her mather^ heforo it a i q nsi 1 odto bar and departed, 
needless to soy, at breakneck speed- The tiijo uiomen cancloded, uith 
leas than irrefutable Topic, that both sightings iiiare of the sama 
"space craft." 

E^IT HUSIASM 

It Dccurred to the uriter that Miss Morrisan^s original interpre¬ 
tation of the sighting in normal terms could not be ruled out, 
notwithstanding the two ladies' enthusiesm, which saemed to ba to 
some extent shared by the investigator. I also recalled that 
Prafessor Tan Steven 30 n, a leading authority on soontaneous anomalies, 
belongs to the department of Behavioral Medicine and Psychiatry within 
the same school of Medicine at the University af Virginia at 
Charlottesville. 1 accurdingly approached hinn by letteri enquiring 
whether he umuld be interested in collaborating ”in the investi¬ 
gation of some strange sightings of a very brlliiant^ dazzling 
light which yet seemed to have a properly derinsd structure." If 1 
was slightly aoorehenaive about involving him,it was because the 
Parapsycholngicsl Asscoiaticn had been rather dismissive aF UFDs 
in the past, and had infsct;turneri down, as of little value or 
relevance, a paper of mine on the PSI/UFC interface. Hawever, as I 
cculd not fail to point cut, Btsvenaon's name had suggested itself 
for two cogent unrelated reasons: 

I- The Professor has for many years done outstanding 
work in a related field; and 

2* The case in question was on his very docrateo. 

It also seemed likely that he was in fact personally acquainted 
uiith the two ladles, pr at least with the daughter - flsnette - 
whereoB Hynek had not met them, Tt could also he argued without 
any disoaragoment of our leading ufologist that Dr. Ctsvenspn has 
additional specific professinai qualifications that are very pert¬ 
inent in this instance, including pavchplogloal insight and powers 
of assessment. 

At my instigation Stevenson interviewed mother and daughter, 
but is at present reluctant to circulate the actual transcripts. As 
for Hynek, he is known to have attended a meeting of the Society 
for Scientifio Exploration (which specIfically concerns itself with 
anomalies) at Uharlottosville, hut made no effort to contact the 
Morrisons. Hsd he paid them a visit, he might have found out that 
they live not (as stated in the March/April Issue cf lUH) 25 miles 
hut a mere 54 miles from the airport* This, of course, puta a 
totally different complexion on the whole affair, as a descending 
aircraft would leak much larger and more menacing st such short 
range* 

It is true that as to the accur acy of the wumene' reports, 
there seams to he not much room far doubt or at least questions of 
honesty. Stevenson interviewed them two years later, and there was 
close enreement with the original statements, which [dere correctly 
reproduced by Hynek. There was neither embellishment nor loss of 
detail after this long interval of time. Although this may be 
described as a collective case, It may be argued tfiat thie aspect 
should not he unduly stressed, as Mrs Morrison is only a secondary 
witness, and may conceivably have been more influenced by her 
excited daughter than was realised at the time. Tftis, however, is 
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strongly denied hy the parties concerned. 

Dr. Hynek's original article did not remain unchallenged- 
OrucE Martin, Profeeanr of Chemistry at Char lottesuille, made a 
stronq attack nn his ex-cnlleague in THE ECEPTIC^L INQUIRER (Vol,? pp* 
entitled ”An Eye-Opening Oouole Encounter^* j uifch the interest¬ 
ing sub-heading "Doee a scientific reputation guarantee obiectivElv 
toiijards paranormal reports ^ Cmy itaiics). (The snsuer tn this rhetori¬ 
cal question is that it does not indeed guarantee ohjectiuity in any 
field; see Broad, N.and Uade, M. BETRAYERS OF TRUTH- London iQB33, 

IJhat interestB me is the Implicsticn that some UFOs maybe psychic 
phenomena, ujith uhich I am in basic agreement- THE BUEPTICAL 
I NquiRER , an American publication on anomalies, has a wide range. In 
order to discredit parapsychology and ufology, it habitually links 
them luith eyery cpnceivahle kind of folly, so that same ujculd regard 
it as itself net perhaps the most objective of media- Eminent 
Bchciars originally associated ujith it Ce-g- Tru^zl and D i n n mo 11) h ave 
long ago broken aixjay from it- Nonetheless, the oertinency of many 
of Martinis ebservations and criticisms is not to he denied- His 
logical knomledge of the district is outstanding as he has lived in 
the area for 25 years- 

Another long-time resident, Jimmy Smith, is quoted as having 
uritten to the editor of the DAILY PROGRESS, an evening oaper mhich 
carried the original neLJs item an April 2nd, 1903. 

It transpired that Smith and his brothers had seen ”a brightly 
lighted object at roughly the same time (i.e* at about ll-3Upm) ttihich 
they had Identified as a oassenger jet, Dnasibly a 737- And as a 
matter of fact it mas confirmed that just such a plane had actLja.lly 
landed at about ll-^5pm, ItJhat ujas not explained, or enoLtireri intd, 
was the strange fact that, according to Hr Smith, it "ljes unusual in 
that it had a large number of brilliant white lights cn it. It was 
going very alow, it ucs barely making any noise, and it was quite 
low- It was sp brightxy lit thai; it loaked like a flying Christmas 
tree." This percipient remarked that it was likely to be in trouble 
because of the excessive number of lights, the like of which he had 
never seen before: "it cauld have been mistaken for semethinq else-" 

The Smith brothers did not hear the engines till the plane 
had passed over; a not unpomman experience- The illusion that air¬ 
craft perceived as UFOs or otherwlBe, are "pacing" vehicles was 
also mentioned by this correspondent* Depending on their anqle of 
approach, they often appear to be stationary ("heverinp") nr else 
ta move slowly. 

Nanette, ij i ho sg favourably impressed the invest iqa tors, has 
interests in psychical research as well as in ufology- It has been 
suggested that same of her involvements in the former have tended to 
he uncritical, but he that as It may- Her approach to UFOs is 
certainly naive rather than critically analytical. Professnr 
Martin, understandably puzzled by the claims attributed to Hynek 
by the chief witnesa wrote but predicatably obtained no reply- He 
was therafora all the more surorieed by Hynek's subsequent piece 
which evidently justified the original pcsitive canclusians. It 
quotes, but misdates the Smith letter in a shortened and inaccurate 
form, altogether omitting the Impartant final paragraph- It also 
contains false and misleading information about the position of 
the Morrison residence. 

Martin concludes that: "Evidently the parts cf the Morrison 
UFO sighting that are not imagination ( ) may be attributed to 

jets that happened to come in for a landing at a certain angle as 
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ueII 35 thE difficulty e\/En Exnerienceri obSErvErs hgye in eatima- 
ttng cfiEtancEE tc lighted cbj.ECts in thE night sky*" jlut tn bE 
quitE FeIt to thE percipiEnts^ thsrE ijjerE samE extraordinary 
fEatures such as ths great number oF lights on thE plane that made 
it lock like a Christmaa tree! It is there fore just as ueII that 
the brunt of the attack is directed not against them bLit against the 
illustrious Prnfessor of Astronomy and hio inexp11cab1e failure 
tn study the case competently, fie is berated For conducting his 
investigations by telephone uiithout personal contact, iJhat Martin 
did not even knoui uas that Hynek did in fact pay a visit tn 
ChariottEsville for a long discussion uith Stevenson - about rein- 
carnatinoi But he failed to use this opoortunity to meet tfie 
oorciplents on home ground in soite of his perennial chamoionship 
□ f this somemhat dubious encountei , idhich even nou he accents at 
face value* Hynek ujould do well to re-read Allan Hendry's 
excellent HAFJDOfJDK (to which he cnntrlhuted an introduction) with 
its advicE on such elEmentary mattars as checking incoming flights 
Cpage 63), Psychical researchers have always insisted on the 
necessity of eliminating all ncrma1 causes in alleged anomalies: a 
rather obvious precautionl Dr, as Martin puts it, "Hynek is at 
fault in falling to oheerve 'Hhe oractlcE cf meticulous chECkino 
and recheckinq of evidence" - standard practice with me t i c i.tl o u s ' 
scientists* Qy dropping his standards, and falling to take oroper 
account of criticism, Hynek has done a dis-service to ufology which 
is still struggling tc become fresp ec tah1e*" It is a subject which 
many of us regard as of the greatest importance and sciEntific 
interest.

fast reflex action for PDJ (Although he mas expert at filming 
aircraft - including the Red Arrouja)-

5o to the August, 1963 High Uycombe seminar mhicb debated the 
case- iiJe finally succeeded in Finding the case File (which mas woe* 
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inept as expected - althnugh some bDpp long grid includinp much data 
or interest) SCUFURI, the Siuindon group and Ksn Phillips frorn RUFDRA 
gpreed to a joint reinvestigation. Their tmn^year study (expanding 
the case file to IDOpp and bringing it slap up to date with eight I es 
investigatory techniques) vjae completed in June and threuj a real 
spanner in thej^jorks# For they seem to have solved the case-

Clearly, because with a case like this (three indeaeridEUt qrouos 
of witnesses and solid evidence) the ootential is so great 'je have not 
heard the last nf this twelve-year old saga, SCIJFUIH have certainly 
chucked a spanner in the works, and can we really presume the F-ill 
crash to be pure coincidence? But as to the final truth having noiii 
been found, 1 do nat feel that such an opinion (mmoted hy BCUFGHl in 
several recent newspaoer articles) is justified.

MV axpErlEncE, in regard to yhat thE dBcreasE in casee means is this 
People are less often reporting simple miaidEntiPications- Borne 
yeara back satellites were freguentlv reported as UFCJs* 1 hai/e nau 
lost track of the last time that a aatellite uas the Evaluated 
cause of a HUFORA case. This example can he extended and merelv 
ahoiijs that the general public are, in the main^ better educated 
about TFOs- ThE publicity and the serious hooks about the subject 
which have appeared In the last decade have created this situation. 

Becnndly, It is undeniably true that the proportion of 
unexplained or strange cases has risen in concert with the decline 
in overall sightings totals. The familiar figure of in per cent 
of reports being deemed unexplained ujas true when we were getting 
inp cases. In other words around 10 cases per year uerc repnrded 
as unknown. Now, out of a lower figure of say UU casss^ we are 
getting something like 20-Zb per cent unknniiin. Overall, this gives 
a similar propertien of unknowns. The evidence suggf^sts that the 
r eal UFO ohenomenon continues to exist in a similar state to ILJ 
years ago. Most of our caae short-fall is attributed to loss of 
IFO sightings, not UFGs. 

Another factor is that investigators have become better skilled 
They can sniff out an IFO much earlier nowdays. Also, as part of 
□or NIC policy we tend tc concentrate upon cases which offer hope of 
adding useful Information. So an investigator will devute months 
of work to one good case, rather than a few days each to assorteri 
aircraft, Uenus, misidentiftcotioos and satellite observations. This 
seema to be a better use nf our liTnlted time and resources, But may 
create the artificial impressions that we are emphasisinqtthe 
strength of UFO evidence or even inventing it. The truth is, J 
believe, that we are just better at our jobs* 

Bo, if the LfFD phenomenun continues to occur In a slightly 
different fashion than a few years ago, what price this cnnsplracy 
to prevent people from becoming interested? 

There 1_3 evidence for what American ufologist and CE5 specia¬ 
list Rudd Hopkins calls the ’^silent epidemic," That ie,. a large 
body of people exist who have undergone a contact type expErience 
but are consciously unaware of it- 'iihether this is because of in¬ 
fluence from an alien source or because the CE^ and UE5 experience 
is ESSEntially a consciousness phenomenon (and thus is forgotten as 
are dreame) remains open to debate. However, the silent epidemic 
is a long way removed from the silent conspiracy. 

As a professional writer of UFQ books 1 am obviously very in¬ 
terested in the theory that these are being deliberately removEd or 
withheld from libraries. In several FLYING GAUGER REVIEIJ issues 
Gordon Creighton has published letters from readers supporting his 
□oinion with reference to their ewn local library and its content, 

Dn no occasion has an alternative view bsen expressed. 

ARRANT NUNSENSE 

T think it is time I refuted this arrant nonsense - and 1 am in s 
good position to do so, Itihenever I travel around the country T take 
the opportunity to examine library shelves not only for my own books 
hut for urn titles in general, T also regularly watch the computer 
data-banks far all Cheshire, Lancashire, Greater Manchester and 
Merseyside librarlee. These demonstrate unequivocally that the idea 
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of urn bonks nnt being purchaaEd is nonsense* In fact LIFD tinoks 
are trought by libraries in much greater numbera than one ought to 
OKpect from their shop sales* All my bonks are evenly spread 
around the country in numbera mhich 1 regard as subatantiali end 
bjhen compared ujith bonks nn other subjects seem to confirm that 
(naturally biasedl) assertion* Certainly I have never had any 
difficulty seeing a goodly stock of UFD titles in any of the 
libraries I regularly frequent (and I do not just go to the same 
□no in liverpool, Manchester nr tfarrington), 

Hoiiiever for the past two years a more objective ljeiy tc assess 
the truth of Creighton's ideas has presented itself- The govern¬ 
ment has introduced PLfi (Public Lending Right)- This is essentially 
a fund of distributed among registered authors to compensate 

for reduced sales of hacks in shops because they are barraujed from 
libraries. Samples are taken at random libraries all over Britain 
and computer estimates of the total borrotijinas na 1 1 on-u ide cal¬ 
culated, According to the numiber of borrouings an author achieves 
they receive a split of the PLR fund* Detailed computer Figures 
are sent to authors each January, 

NOT SPECTACULAF^ 

I am not sure uhather other British authors ujhn have nublished LIFIJ 
books uJDuld be iiiilling to pub lid y quote their figures, Tf they 
would dn so then they could help prove the folly of the library 
shelf conspiracy, I am certainly prepared tu do this. 

In IBBh (first payment year) I had three qualifying bnoks, 

(They have to he published some time before calculation in order 
to figure in the 12 month tot-up). These registered around Zl,non 
loans. In 1905 my figure for the same three books, plus one more 
(and 3 short-run on a fifth, published juet before the end the 
computer calculations) was 25fnGrJ, This put my loans intu the top 
15 per cent of all the 9|D0Q authors registered in the Ufi - this 
Ljas above the average loans per author of about 22^000, 

r am not suggesting that these figures are spectacular. They 
are not. They hardly constitute mass reading of LiFn hooka. But 
they compare very favourably uith library loans for authors mho 
publish books on subjects like railway trains or civil aviation. The 
figures surely demonstrate that there is no conspiracy to remove 
books from library shelves* 

The silent consoiracy is a dangerous modern m:yth of the LfFB 
uiorld, where we already have enough problems to contend with- (he 
time has come to answer it with Logic and Facts, for that is the 
only road to truth in any aspect of ufology.

I have selected four caaea to menticn, two in America and two 
in the Uh. The first was in New Mestico, America on April 2Uth, 

196^^, The paraoh involved was a police patrolman, Lonnie Zamora uho 
was chasing a speeding car when he heard cin e>cplo 3 lon and saw a 
blue flame In the sky# He thought that the exploBinn had ocourred 
st an isolated dynamite shack so he headed in that direction- As he 
got near the shack he saw an egg-shaped object on the ground- 
Standing beside it he saw two figures- "They ware very small and 
were ufearing what looked like whits overalla-" After b few minutes 
they went inside the abject and it took off in a south-westerly 
directIcn- 

The next report comes from liJalea, on April Itth, 197&. There 
were seven children who were witnesses to the event- According tc 
one they were playing In the local park end then decided tc go for 
3 walk which took them past e field- One of the children said: 
^There was something in the field out of the ordinary, I have never 
seen anything like it in my life before, the most e^to^ls^Ti^g thing 
about it was the colour which was a brilliant green and silver, 
the shape of It was like a round football, it moved at all angles, 
backwards and forwards and from left to right- As we mouEd it moved 
as well, for example if we moved to the left so did this thing- liJe 
then ran as fast as we could, we did not hesitate but kept on 
running with fright-" 

the third experience also comes from the Uh, on May 3rd, 1977. 

A man saw a strange object hovering over the nearby forest, he 
phoned the local police and they sent two of their officers to in¬ 
vestigate- They took a look around and esw a bright red light 
hovering over a lake- The officers described the Light as shaped 
like' a hell tent viewEd edgeways cn, Its size was like a thumbnail 
at arm's length* They aleo sold that It pulsated continuously 
changing from brilliant red to dull red# After o while, according 
to them, it apoeared to dissolve on the snot, the officers admitted 
at this point that they were scared, hut they senerated and searched 
the area. One saw a white creecent shaped object in the sky above 
him. This also dlesolved on the soot, on further investigation 
nothing else wee found, but there was a amell of burning near the 
lake. 

The fourth report comes from Houston, Texas- The date, 

Uecember 29th, 19BO, Three people were involved, two middle-aged 
women and a young boy. They were in a car when they saw a bright 
light appaar in the gky a little way ahead- It came towards them 
and, according to the witneaaes, the object resolved Itself into a 
diamond shape- It had flames shooting out from its underside- The 
heat made It impossible for them to continue on their Journey. The 
heat, in Pact, was so InteQsc that It burnt their akin and the light 
hurt their eyea- 














Aft^r a ujhile the object left them and, after that, e large number 
□r helicopters came flying over. The udtneaaea eventually reached 
their deatinaticrip hut later the aeme niqht all three turned bright 
red aa If aun-burned and all of them uiere sick. The sunburn and 
alckneas lasted fur tmo muntha- 

Siihat can he said about these four reports? If you go by the 
various descriptions, the objects resemble soace-craft from other 
planets? Are these then what they are? The answer to thia will 
be dlBcuased in a later article. The CESa contain many different 
character ia tics. Theee are listed bslpiu : 

1. In reports where animala are involved the animals^ 
hehavipur is strange, although this doea not happen 
in all instances* 

2. In seme cases objects juat dissolve on the spot. 

3. In acme casea occupants belonging to the objectCs) are 
seen. 

Iri some reports object(a} and their occupanta act In a 
mischieveous way. 

5. In some reporta, where iijitnesQ(eg) are in their car, the 
car engine ceases to function, 

G- In gome reourts, where Objects are seen to land,they 

leave behind visible traces, l.e. marks un the ground. 

In some reports strange amelia have been reported, alsa 
some people suffer from strange illnesses or have spots 
and rashes after the Incident. 

ll/ben anlmsla encounter objects end sometimes their occuoants, 
the animals aopear to be frightened. This Is not surpriainq since 
animals can hear on a higher level than humans, and may pick up 
TfOisesx which are Inaudible to us. Out not all animals behave in 
a strange manner, lifhy Is this? Could it be that some species are 
not all that easily frightened? 

Turning to objects that dissolve on the spot, and assuming 
that reports of this kind are genuine, what we could he dsaling 
with here are objects that are not aoild, at least not in the 
sense that we understand It (I will have more to say about this 
in a latter article), 

Uhere occupants are seen they come in all shapes and sizes, 
from mldgeta to giants. 

Nat pnly do car engines cebse to function, so too does any¬ 
thing which generatsa power. In America in late 19&5 there was 
a pourer cut over New Yurk, at the same time people reported seeing 
Strangs □hjects in the sky, □bjects have also been reported over 
power lines and power stations. 

Physical traces have been seen in the form of indentations 
in the ground, 

Smells range from burning to perfume^ liJhy these occur is not 
known. 

The strange Illnesses that some peopla get not only involve 
physical symptome, but In some cases mental symptoms as well as 
personality changes. The former could probably be explained in 
terms of radiation eicknassj. but the latter is not so straight 
forward. Personality changes could be explained In two parts, 
first the experience that the person has had ia in s way respon¬ 
sible for the changes and, secondly, it la the person(s) own 
attitude that Is responsible for the changes.

is rsuslly carried out in the ocean) the man also said that he came 
from a peaceful world, according to the witneas, after he said 
what he wanted he to Just disappeared^ like turning aff s televisiori 
set- 

in America, in 1961, a married couple, Betty and Barney Hill, 
were returning to their home from 0 holiday, when they noticed a 
bright object in the sky which was getting bigger and lower the 
whale time. The coup Is carried cn with their Journey and the last 
thing that they could remember was hsaring an electronic bleeping 
sound- A couple of months after the experience both suffered from 
nightmares anp also lllnees, they tried variaua doctor b hut to no 
avail- It was suggested that hypnosis he tried- liJhat resulted 
was a contact experience. It transpired that after the cpuple 
heard the bleeping sound, their car slowed down In front of some 
men who, in turn^ was standing in front of the object that the 
couple had seen in the skyo The men took the couple from their 
car and into their craft. Once Inside both were given what 
appeared to he a medicel examineti.on* Betty Hill gave the following 
description of one of the men who appeared to be the leader: "He 
had s uniform an which consisted af s scarft, oraped over this left 
shoulder, he had a round face with elongated eyes also thin lips 
that appeared to have no muscles-" After the examination the 
beings took the couple back to their car.

Indeed, ens of Pet conclusicns 
epp 227-223) Is that the geolo¬ 
gical structure of the Penninas 
makes it a UFO window"! If that 
Is not a claim that the Pennlnes 
are a special area then I don't 
know what isJ In her BULLEIIfy 
article Jenny stated that every 
UFD investigator in the northCof 
England) knew uiell that a "speci¬ 
fic "Pennine" mystery exists', 
and that 'significantly more 
reporta come from these ... areas 
....p' Again she claimed that the 
Pennines are a 'window area'. The 
fact that a book has been devoted 
tn what is alleged tc be a UFD 
myatery in the Pennines is itself 
a claim to something 'special' 
about the area. 

The question that now arise is 
why Jenny does not admit the 
facts? Why is she pretending 
that she did not attribute spec¬ 
ial characteristics to the Penn¬ 
ines when clearly that is what 
she did? Indeed, why doea she 
react to my criticism in this way? 
liShat is wrong with claiming' that 
there is a Pennine UFD window? 

Does her latest rejection of 
the ides constitute admission 
that (as I claimed) there was no 
good reason to write about the 
area in the first place?

Fhere can be no ufology when 
there are np UFGs* tven if there 
were UFO 3 and they were space-* 
croft, there cauld still be no 
ufology. There is as likely to 
be a science of ufology as there 
is to be a science of damcnologyJ 

Jenny thinks that in the end 
WE shall solve the UFG problem. 
There is no UFU problEm because 
there pre no UrDs, hhe may not 
like the idea that she ie waatirtg 
her time, but life is not obliged 
to give us what we want. 

" SgiencE and the UFOS ^' (by 
Jenny Randles and PEtsr lJ^ar^i^gto^) 
makes mention of my repart on the 
Livingstan Incident (p-&n). It is 
claimed that it uiaa a study of 'a 
landing (of a UFG)' and an 'assault 
□ n the uiitness, 

Nnwhere in the rEport did 1 
make these claims, although others 
did ao.

Mike liipotten phauld note that 
I did not daim that I have been 
able to identifyeverv sighting 
1 have ever dealt with In the 
last 12 yearsl iiJhat I said was 
thst in that time j have yet to 
find a Scottish case that could 
not be explained in a convent¬ 
ional manner (with one exception). 
Some reports may have remained 
unexplained (due to inadequate 
data) even though I could think 
of posaible explanationa* 
Explanations for others may have 
emerged since the reports were 
sent to the Director of Invest¬ 
igations* It is poasible, as my 
srticle "Astronomical UFUa" 
shcisjg {see next issue of the 
Sulletin, EDITOR) to find ex¬ 
planations long after the event* 
In fact I suspect that some of 
my evaluations are Incarrect and 
that alternative explanations 
are applicable- 

Since thETe is no procedure 
for re-Evaluatlcn of eld cases, 

I suggest that Mike sends mp a 
print-out of all the 24 esaea to 
which he refers* I will then

I wish to point out that, 
because of subjective and often 
incorrect evaluations, the data¬ 
base Is practically useless* All

intereat but It tells us very 
little about the stimulus for the 
report (where there was one)* 
Competent invsstigation and certain 
identlficaticn are rare. Cense* 
quently no one should draw con¬ 
clusions based on data-base para¬ 
meter L (evaluation), 

MIKE liJDOTTEN REPLIES: As far aa 

I am concerned, if an investigator 
ccncludes a case as being unexplained 
in nature, then 1 would consider 
that he hae thoroughly investigated 
each and every angle of the case 
to produce a water-tight Evaluetion- 
But if he is unsure of the source 
of the stlmulug then It ia basic 
common sense that he returns an 
evaluation of 'insufficient data*^ 

I agree with Steuart that you can¬ 
not always be sure that the evalu- 
□ticn ycu give is IDD per cent 
correct, there will always he a 
grey area cf doubt with every 
evaluation given. However, to 
return an evaluation of a UFQ wherE 
there is insufficient data to 
support that evaluetion Is investi¬ 
gating malpractice- I shall he 
sending Steuart s cppy print out 
of the cases under question for 
rs-evaluation. 

I cannot agree at all with 
Steuart that the data-base is a 
waste of time. I agree It la crude 
with limited memory etc, I never 
envisaged the data-base as anything 
□ther than an electronic card index 
system to be used as a very useful 
aid tn research- Cases can be sorted 
and located in seconds rather than 
hours* Steuart does not seem to 
grasp the kind of work that is in¬ 
volved In setting up the data-base, 
the many hours cf reading case 
after case, the rebinding of re¬ 
ports in perfect numeric order etc* 

I think it Is about time that 
Steuart came out cf his ivory tower 
and got his hands dirty with the

deal cf antl-Semitiam. For Instanca, it iS' revaalad that the Anti¬ 
christ IS Judas Iscariot raincarnsted- This comes about through the 
association of sn axtraordinarily beautiful Jewess with fallen" 
spirits and the like,which constitutes a clear warning that people 
should not screw around with such things as madern solritualism 
and Its kind damcnology. To call it pompous cant is tc praise this 
work of faction, the main reason being tha constant emphasis on 
punishment, sin, purgatory, etc- Nowhere does the author e?<piain 
what goodness is, unless by this he means that wa should beliawe in 
the Bible implicitly, conform to religious convention and wear 
sack cloths and ashee for 24 hours a day» Indeed, man is thought to 
be naturally evil end degenerate. This kind of religious attitude 
is explored and attacked by Charlotte Bronte who through tha 
characters of Brockiehurst and 5t, John Rivare in JANE^EYRE neatly 
saw through hypocrisy and convention alike, and this was in 1047- 
Interestingly, at the time THE MARh DF THE BEAST was being produced 
a man called Alaister Crowley Fancied himsalF as a kind of Anti¬ 
christ- His attitude was onmplately in opposition to tha views 
expressed by Sydney irJatson, ha proclaimed: "Be strong, □ manl lust, 
enjoy all things of sense and raoture: fear not that any Bod shall 
deny thee for this." He certainly practised what ha preached in a 
manner that would have shocked Sydney Uatson and Charlotte Brontei 
Some of Crowley’s merry pranks with cur accepted views are faction- 
ally explored in Robert Anton liJilson's MASKS BF THE ILLUHINATI 
(Sphere BookSp London, 1961) which makes a good antidote to liJatson^s 
masterpiece*

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GETTING THERE

Getting thcr' is, as mcsrt people will know, the new nnnoh line 
chosen hj British Pailhs advent is Inp: men to replace famons 
Are of the Train and is snpnosed to refleot the improved imere 
of British Pail. I also thoiirht that it mirht be nr'propriato 
to refl.oct the .rradually improvinp; imare of BlfFOPA reso’-'roh. Lite 
British Pail are pettinr there, perhaps a little later -^-han we 
hnd hoped. 

An example of onr propress is the v;orl: on the case iTidoxipr 
pro.i^rt led by Mike Vootteen and assisted by Paul Fuller and 
Mich'iel Lewis. Brief mention of this project v/as made in the 
January, 1985 BBFORA Bulletin Cpa^e project involves 

prcducinr an index of all BtJFOHA case reports. The index in¬ 
cludes the BUFOPlA. cases reference number, the date, location 
and basic details about the object isif^hted. So far all the 
repo-^ts betv:een I960 and 198^1 have been indexed. A.s conpleted 
reports are received from the invest! fiat ion department tliey are 
added to the data-base, so there is partial inforTnation from the 
years 1963 to 1^85* The team is also working on the backlog of 
cases from earlie-r^ years- 

Recently we have been able to make rood use of the existing 
data. '.Then the data entry for IQPO to 1^82 v^ras complete. Hike 
Wootten was able to make a search for those case reports v:hich 
seemed to be of meteors or fireballs. This produced a list of 
eight cases, which he was able to send to the meteor section of 
the British Astronomical Association. I understand that this in¬ 
formation was some use to the BAA in their own rssenpch* 

Tn a more Ufolorical content we have .also been able to uno l-.he 
database. In April, 1985 I received a letter from a Contact UK 
investigator based in Bull* He was investigatinr a c.^sp of a 
UFO following a car in the Leighton Buzzard/Harpenden arerO. '■he 
case da^'es from July, 19B2, I asked Mike to check the database 
and although we A-^ere unable to find any cases for Leirhton 
Buz sard or Harpenden during 1962, Mike did come un v/ith another 
case of a UFO reported foliov;ing a car. '''his ’gas Case 82-008 and 
was from Barwen, Lancashire '^nd, better still, it was seen on 
July 17 th- Mike sent this information to investigator nnd in 

return we received a quite detailed report on a case which we did 
not know about before. Hopefully we will be hbl'^ ■*"o use the data¬ 
base to support o-^her investirstions in the futu^^e. 

My nrtirle would not be romnlete Av’ithout thanking Mike 'Tontten 
and his colleagues for all the hard work th-^y have rut in on 
producing the index* This is just a brief illustration of t'UFCaLA 
'h-^ettinf^ there", V/e may not have entered th'^ ISirh f.peed Train 
earn of UFO research, but at least we have left the station.
